Late Saturday nijht, on the 8sthof last 
September, a large umberof negroes gath- 
ered about a fire ner the railroad depot at 
Chauncey,in the lover part of Dodge county. 
One James Crumnaty, a nezro fellow of no- 
toriously bad charater, was quarreling, and 
seemed about toenaceina fight with ose 
of hiscomrades. Vbile the row was going 
on Mr. James A. Michell, a quiet young 
white man who hppened to be passing, 
walked up ear the ‘fire, and 
in a polit way endeay- 
ored to prevet the disturbance, 
advising the negroegnot to fight. 
Crummidy insoletly asked Mr. Mitchell 
“what he had to dowith it,” and then with 
out a moment's wahing drew his pistol and 
fired at Mr. Mitchel, being within four or 
five feet of himi at te time. The ball enter- 
ed the breast a little above the left nipple, 
and Mr. Mitchéll, pessing his hand to the 
wound, feli to the gpuad. Crummidy waved 
his pistol and with m oath cried, ‘you damn 
white s—of a b—,f you are not dead I’)! 
finish you!”’ Mose }ryant, a negro with any- 
thing buta good remta ion, who was stand- 
ing by, cried, ‘‘shoothim again!”’ 
A second shot, hoveyer, was unnecessary, 
for the first had doneé its deadiy work. Mr. 
Mitcheli was removel to the piatform of the 
railroad depot and Ir, Montgomery was lin- 
mediately summones to bis side. Thence he 
was taken to Dr. Montgomery’s Office and his 
wound dressed.

good their escape. 
After the burialof the murdered man, his 
brother, Mr. L. A. Mitchell, weft to work 
with the determination of having the mut- 
derer arresied and prowght to justice. He 
secured the servicesof Mr. W. FP. Bussey, 
sheriffof Pike county, and together thes 
set out im seareh of the fugitive criminals. By 
accident they stumbled upon the following:

Chauncy, where they had a preliminary trial 
before A, Curry, justice of the peace. They 
were identified, the crime was fixed upon 
them, and they were  commised 
to jail to await the action of the grand jury. 

At the May adjourned term of Do ive sape- 
rior court, held the fifth Monday in October 
iast the grand jury returned a bill of indict- 
ment against James Qvummidy for murder in 
the first degree and against his accomplice, 
Mose Bryant, for murder in the second de- 
gvee. Tney were put upon trial at once. 
‘Lhe state was represented by Solicitor Gen- 
eral C. C. Smith and Messrs. Tom Eason and 
toberts 6 Smith, The defendant, 
Jamvs Crammidy, not being able to employ 
counsel, the courtappointed Messrs. L. A. 
Hall, J. Bishop, Jr., and I, Herrman to de- 
fend him. Colonel Hall also represented 
Mose Bryant by employment. ‘The facts 
brought out in the trials were substantially 
ay already recited. There was not a single 
justifying or mitigating circumstance. 
ibe§ murder was coldblooded, unprovoked 
and brutal. There was no evidence for the 
defense. The state’s witnesses were nearly 
all megroes, and they testified strongly and 
pointediy. against the defendants. One of 
them being asked as to the state 
of bis feelings toward the prisoner, 
James Crummidy, he fankly_ replied 
that he felt like ‘the ought to be ung.” 
Indeed the feelings ‘of tne negroes théem- 
selyes seomed to be decidedly more against 
the prisoners than did the feelings of the 
outraged white citizens. They saw the crime 
committed and they saw that it was entirely 
without the slightest cause or provocation, 
There were no white witnesses to the aciual 
perpetration of the deed. The negrocs 
who stood by, around the fire, alone 
saw ¢be fatal shot fired and neard . what pass- 
d between the murderer and his victim be- 

wre the shooting. A stronger case could 
hardly be made out than tueir testimony de- 
veloped. Dr. Montgomery, one of the wit- 
nesses for the provzecution, testificd only 
touching the cause of Mr. Mitchell's death. 
Mr. L. A. Mitchell, brother of the deceased, 
merely recited the facts and circumstances of 
the arrest of the prisoners. It was truly af- 
fecting to see this young man upon the stand 
as a witness in a case involving the 
foulbmurdér “of his brother. The difficuity 
with which he at times controlled and sup- 
pressed his emotions was quite noticable and 
was enough to bring tears into the eyes of the 
most hardened. Yet heconducted himse!f 
with becoming dignity and composure. He 
evinced none but feelings of,the utmost fair- 
yess toward those charged with the commis- 
sion of the dastardly act. The case 
of James Crumnidy was tried first. 
When all the evidence was submit 
ted, and couusel on both sides had 
coucluded their argument, the jury retired 
under the charge of the court, and in the 
course of a few hours’ brought in 
a verdict of guilty of murder. Mose 
Bryant’s case was next tried, and fm: 
jury rendered a verdict of guilty of murder in 
thesecond degree. In pursuance of these 
verdicts the court passed sentence upon 
James Crummidy to be publicly executed 
in the town of Eastman, on thedth day of 
January, i834. 

Mose Bryant was sentenced to life impris- 
onment in the penitentiary, buat 
notice was given of a. motion for 
new trial, which motion has not yet been 
heard. 

The prisoners were then remanded to jail 
at this place to await the execution of their 
sentence. At the timeof his sentence Crum- 
midy statedin open cour! that he bad nuth- 
ing to say why sentence should noi be passed. 
upon him, but requested that his execution 
be postponed asiongas the law allowed in 
order that he might have time to prepare for 
derih. 
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A HORRIBLS& GALLOWS SCENE. 


A Leulslana Death Convict Makes a Frightfu' 
Sevasution Kefore He Goes Down. 

Baton Rover, La., January 4.—Edward 
Reetor, alias Valmar Rector, colored, was 
haszed in the jailyard here to-day for the 
murder of Duncan Williams, in this city, in 
Derember, 1882, by stabbing liim in the back, 
The murder was*cold blodied and cowardly. 
Rettor also wurdered his step- 
father without provocation, but escaped 
punishment by laxity in the couris. When 
thesheriff drew down the black cap, and in 
fixing the rope, he slipped off the scafloid, 
cloewly followed by ector. The culprit 
wasthen taken back to the drop, but refused 
to remain, following the deputies whenever 
they left. He was forced back, but finally, 
so great were their efforts, that the united 
strength of three men were hecessary to 
keep him ‘on the trap. He _ grasped 
the rope about his neek, and his hold could 
not be released by the officers. So prolonged 
was the struggle, and so grea: the display of 
strength by Rector, that the sheriff was com- 
pelled to call upgn the bystanders for assis- 
tance. All the time Rector was uttering the 
most terrifying screams. The officers then 
attempted to force bim upon his 
knees, when another struggle commenced 
und it took several men to throw him down 
onthe trap He fought hard and begged 
yiost piteously to be spared. The struggle 
for life continued for sometime. Finally, at 
twe minutes past two, the doomed man, 
bound in cords, was thrown 
eastward from the trap, falling 
six feet, Life was not extinct until the ex- 
piration of 15 minutes after the trap fell, as 
shown by the pulsations. The body was cut 
down at 2:22-0’clock, and turned over to bis 
brother. Pwo hundred spectators witnesses

HIS POSTMORTEM STATEMENT OF 
CAREY'S DEATH. 


He Was Regularly Deputied to Kill Carey. Which 
He Did Intentionally and Deliberately—The 
Story of an, Irish Jeannie Deans— 
Other News .of the Old World. 


Dustin, January 4.—The. United Ireland 
publishes an account of the murder of James 
Carey, which was wri(ten by a gentieman who 
received it from Patrick O’ Donnell, under a 
proniise that it was not te be told as long as 
a chance remained to save O’Donnell’s life. 
The account shows that O' Donnell delibezately 
killed Carey. There was no struggle. Carey 
made no ettack upon O'Donnell. Had Judge 
Denman permitted him to speak, O'Donnell 
would have told the whole truth. O Donnell 


was not acquainted with Carey on the voyage 
from Engltnd to the Cape of Good Hope. He 
was nota member of any society. He recog- 
nized Carey by a wood cut he saw at Cape 
Town, and resolvedtokillbim, Heintended 
togo with him toa farm at Port Elizabethtown: 
which Carey had told him that he was going 
to take, and thus show that there was no spot 
where Carey could besafe. Finding himself, 
however, aione with Carey, he could not 
resist the desire to kill him. Carey pérceived 
his danger, and said, ‘Do you know me?’ 
O'Donnell replied, “You are Carey, the in 
former. To hell with you.”’ The bullet sped 
withthe words, and the deed was done. 
Carey clutched his own revolver, bat too 
late. O'Donnell fired two more shots,' and 
Carey rolled tothe deck. Nobody saw the 
encounter except O'Donnell’s companion, 
who threw her arms around him and filled 
the ship with hercries. He had told her 
that morning that he meant to kill Carey, and 
would hang foris. When Mrs. Carey reached 
the scene, O'Donnell said to her, ‘1 had to 
do it.” . 
AN IRISH JZANNIF DEANS, 

The Weekly News publishes a letter from 
A. M. Sullivat, one of Patrick O’Donnell’s 
counsel, entitled ‘‘Susan Gallagher, the Lrish 
Jeannie Deans, an Episode of the OM Donnell 
Trial.”’ Bullivan describes the connection of 
Susan Gallagher with the killing vf Carey, 
and argues that the facts redound to the 
credit of the Irish peasantry. In this case, 
he says, a simple Donegal girl outrivaled the 
Midlothian heroine in her anguish, sacrifice, 
devotion and truth. Russell’s masterly 
and irresistible argument proved 
r hundred circumstances and  con- 
siderations in favor of Carey 
having handled a pisto! in the tragedy. 
Years ago O'Donnell separated from his wite 
in America. Whlule revisiting Donegal he 
met Sasan, who consented under the ap *ar- 
ance of his sister, to uccompany hims 
cape, where they intendedto marry, PF 
atter her return to England, she was’i. 
viewed by Pryor and Sullivan she stated that 
after leaving Cape Town she sat listless, sea- 
sick and dazedin the stéamer’s saloon ona 
bench, and when Sullivan approached the 
criiical point concerning Carey’s pistol, 
Susan, realizing the tremendous 
importance of the question, suffered in- 
tense mental anguisb and trembied like an 
aspen leaf. Sobbingly, she replied: “My 
back was turned toward them, sir; oh, if | 
had only turned round before. Oh, sir, I 
was not looking the right way; [ heardsome 
noise on the floor. It might have been 
shuffling feet; it was a small matter,”’ Sul- 
livan adds: “Who could contradict her if 
she testified that she beheld Carey with his 
pistolin his hand? Or, what could be easier 
than for herto declare that she heard a pis- 
tol fall.’’ In conclusion, he says: ‘The peo-

CHURCH WORK LAST YEAR 

A review of the churches during the past 
year reveals a gratifying condition of affairs. 
All over the world, and especially in this 
eountry, the various denominations have en- 
joyed a season of exceptional peace, progress 
and financial prosperity. Whem it is recol- 
jected that every year must necessarily bring 
large losses to the churches by death, with- 
drawal, exclusion and otherwise, it will be 
seen thata numerica! shrinkage can be pre- 
vented only by a vigorous and aggressive 
policy. 

In this country there were several notable 
events in the history of churches iast year, 
and a brief summary wil! doubtiess be of in- 
terest. The Episcopal general convention 
revised the Prayer book, making certain 
changes which moditied the rubrics aud 
morning and evening prayer. The conven- 
tion, however, left to the general convention 
of 1556 the question of finally adopting or re 
jecting the proposed 
it was decided not th 
ebange the name of the church, and several 
mew bishops were contirmed and consecrated. 
The foreign committee of the board* of mis- 
sions Will no Jonger furnish pecuniary aid to 
the bishop of the valley of Mexico, and the 
resignation of Bishop Riley is expected. In 
the matter of fraternal relations between the 
morthern and southern Presbyterians, it may 
be noted thai the sentimentin favor of or- 
ganic union is steadily growing. Last May 
the two assemblies, through their delegates, 
interchanged visi's, and their intercourse 
Was very cordial. The question of Bible cir- 
cnuiation was satisfactorily seiiled by 
the Baptists, and hereafter the Bible will be 
circulated at home and abroad by the pub- 
lication society and missionary union, In this 
conutry the King James, the Anglo-American 
and the Conant versions will be circulated 
In the United Presbyterian church the anti- 
organ party was defeated, and tke organ qui- 
etly settles down into a permanent place in 
public worship.

RATEIN ATLANTA. 


A Meeting of the Board of Health to Prepare and 
Adopta Reportto be Submitted to the City 
Council Monday~-A Talk With Dr. Baird— 

The Mortality by Months. 


A meeting of the board of health was held 
yesterday atthe office of Mayor Goodwin, 
and the report to be made to the council on 
Monday was prepared. This report will cov- 
er the transactions of the board for the past 
yearand will show mucb matter that is of 
real interest. It will not. be quit 
as long as ~=s«sathe last year’s re 
port but will be fully as comprehensive and 
will be presented Monday along with the 
annual reports of the various departments 
and council.committees. It will be borne in 
mind that on Monday the oid council retires 
and the newly electéd officers assume charge 
of city affairs. 

* SOME INTERESTING STATISTICS, 

Of the fitty thousand people who lived in 
Atlanta last year 1,087 went to'their long sieep 
Of these 443 were whites and 644 were ne- 
groes, There is food for thought in these fig- 
ures. The white population of the city is 


estimated at 32,000 and the colored at 18,000 

and yet the death among negroes greatly out 
numbered the total deuths of the whites. 

The negro is supposed by many to be hardier 
than the white man but he seems to be more 

liable to disease and death 

than the white citizen. This dispropor- 
tionate death rate is doubtless due to the ut-¢ 
ter disregard of hygienic regulations which 

is characteristic of the lower class of negrdes, 

Their houses in many parts of the city are 

upon the sewer branches and in impure and 
poorly yentilated and unclean quarters while 
their occupants display an attachment for 
filth of person and uncleanness of household 
equipments that is shocking to behold. The 
secret of this mortality may perhaps he 
foundin the numerous*blocks,”’ “rows,” ‘auar- 
ters,”’ ‘‘barracks,’’ *‘basements,’’ etc., that dot 
the city, together with the fact that in allsuch 
quarters the great unwashed sleep some- 
times aS Many as ten in a room. 

Of the 644 negroes who died last year 339 
were children under five yearsofage. In the 
face of this comesthe fact that during the 
same period out of a much greater population 
only 194 white children died, little more than 
half as many as died among the negroes. Of 
the army of little folks, white and colored, 


Oakland never toreturn. It is easy to see with 
the figures given that it is the negro who runs 
up the deathratein Atlanta.

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These tables show a total numberof deaths 
for the year, of 1,057, or a fraction over 
twenty-one per thousand, estimating theg@p- 
ulation at 50,000. The population of the city 
is, however, now estimated at more than fifty 
thousand, 

SOME FACTS FOR MOTHERS. 

A CONSTITUTION man had an interesting 
conversation with Dr. Baird, secretary of the 
board of health, and takes the liberty of 
quoting the doctor on two or three points. 
Said he: 

“You will notice the heavy death rate 
among children under five years old, especial- 
lyinthe late spring and summer months, 
There is a lesson for mothers in these 
figures that they should not fail 
to study. Many of the deaths are 
due toimproper feeding and inattention. 
A baby or chiid should not begiven food that 
is beyond thejpower of its digestive apparatus, 
jt should no more be given a man’s food to 
eat than it should be given a man’s work to 
do. MIts-organs of digestion are young 
and not sirong and should not be 
overbur’ened. For young children 
mother’s milk is natures food. In case how- 
ever, 28 sometimes happens, it cannot be used 
the next best thing is properly prepared cows 
milk. As the chiid grows older and its teeth 
come it can be given other articles of food.”’ 

‘What would you suggest?”’ 

‘No general directions can be given. JDif- 
fereni children have to be treated different- 
ly. Itis best for the mother to speak freely 
with the familv physician about the care and 
food of her children. He can give her the 
most valualtfe information on the subject.”’ 

‘Isita good ideato take children out of 
the city in summer?” 

“Yes, where it can be done it is very desir- 
able. Itis proper to call the attention of 
mothers to the fact that in spring and sum- 
mer the death rate among young children is 
greater than perbaps it should be, Cholera 
infantum, dysentery,diarrhc:1,imflam mation 
of the bowels and-teething caused thirty six 
deaths among children last July. In June 
twenty white children under one year old 
died,”’ 

WHAT THE PEOPLE DIED OF. 

Consumption carried away 148 of those who 
died last year. Pnetmmonia caused 75 deaths, 
other acute lung diseases 35, diarrb«eal dis- 
eases 235, typhoid fever 79, malarial fevers 3, 
scarlet fever 2, diphtheria 6, rheumatism, and 
accidents and violence 42. The cther dis- 
eases are not given. 
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An Analytical Laboratory for Atlanta. 

A reporter learned to-day that Mr, N, P. Pratt 
has se.ected his apparatus and is now ebgaged in 
dtting outa complete laboratory for general ana- 
lytical work in the new Fitien building, corner 
of Bfoad and Marietta streets. 

The establishment in this city of a laboratory of 
this kind in the hands of a thoroughly eompetent 
chemist, is needed, not only for Atiauta but for all 
north Georgia. Our growing fertilizer and other 
chemical works here plone require the services of 
such aman. Besides this isa day of general adul- 
teration, especially in the most common articles of 
daily food, and scientific investigation alone can 
detect such frauds. 

For many purposes the work of the chemist is 
daily becoming more necessary here. As the eld- 
est son of the man, to‘whom all credit is due for 
the discovery and development of the Carolina 
phosphate beds, the pioneer in sulphuric acid 
manufacture in the south, and the first to bring 
into successful use the native Georgia be ver: 
sus imported sulphur in that manufacture, Mr. 
Pratt’s training both theoretical andia the practi- 
cal work of the laboratory has been very thorough? 
We are glad he has undertaken this work.
